Dean, a Federal soldier from Michi- 
gan, was in control of the cemetery 
and grounds. Nearly 4,000 markers 
of soldiers’ graves are inside the 
walls and about 3,000 are outside. 
So there are nearly 7,000 soldiers 
buried there. In the midst of the 
gemetery there are twa Confederate 
graves and on the slabs are written: 
Philip Prosser, Louisiana, and R. E 
Coko, Alabama Thus foes’ are 
United in death. Twenty-three thou- 
sand Federals were killed in this bat-
